Compile History Of Arrowwood 


For the post two years the Arrowwood Local of the 
F.W.U.A. has been busy compiling the history of the district 
and obtaining pictures from early residents. This book is 
railed, "The Arrowwood Story,” and ail the registered brands 

of the district are reproduced on the hack cover. 

A 140-page book is now ready for printing. It contains 
hundreds of pictures showing how people lived in those early 
days, stories and pictures of the building of the railroad, the 
bridge, the Canada Land and Irrigation Ditch. It also contains 
histories of Arrowwood churches and of all the organizations. 
Dating from 1883 the book traces the Indian heritage, early 
settlers south of the old reserve line, then the land sales in 
1911 and 1918 to the railway and the town in 1925. Included 
are many interesting sketches of the old-timers and items of 
interest up to the present day.

NEW WHEAT VARIETIES 

Which of the new wheat varie¬ 
ties, Cypress, Stewart 63 and Park, 
are suitable for production in 
Southern Alberta? 

Cypress was developed for th» 
prairie areas where sawflies and 
drought are hazards to wheat pro¬ 
duction and is the only new wheat 
variety added to the recommended 
list for Southern Alberta for 1964. 
The new durum wheat Stewart 63 
was developed for the rust areas 
of eastern Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Its superior rust resist¬ 
ance does not give it a special ad¬ 
vantage over Stewart in the 
durum areas of Alberta. Park, an 
early-maturing bread wheat, was 
developed for the northern areas 
of (lie province where early frosts 
are a problem. 

Cypress is an improvement over 
the two older sawfly-resistant 
wheats Rescue and Chinook. It is 
superior to Rescue in baking 
quality and superior to Chinook 
in resistance to both sawflies and 
shattering. Cypress is similar to 
Rescue and Chinook in yield, 
bushel weight, seed size, height, 
straw strength, and maturity. The 
attractive appearance of the grain 
sample of Cypress is a desirable 
characteristic. 

Stewart 63 has excellent resist¬ 
ance to both leaf and stem rust, 
including race 15B but otherwise is 
very similar to Stewart. Durum 
growers in Southern Alberts would 
be ill-advised to pay high prices 
for seed of Stewart 63 when Stew¬ 
art generally has adequate rust 
resistance for the area. The seed 
supplies are abundant and the

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Investigate Before You Act 

Farmers are advised by Alberta’s Field Crop 
Commissioner A. M. Wilson to thoroughly investigate 
any approaches made to them by firms or individuals 
wishing to sell or purchase seed on a contract basis. 
These approaches may be made in the form of news¬ 
paper advertisements, by mail or by personal con¬ 
tact. 

Some of the firms promoting seed sales and soli¬ 
citing contracts of various kinds are from outside the 
province. Mr. Wilson points out that persons entering 
into a contract with a firm outside Alberta has no 
protection whatsoever under our legislation. In Al¬ 
berta all bonafide firms are licensed and bonded 
under the Seed Dealers Act for the protection of 
growers. 

Anyone interested in deals of the above nature 
should investigate the reliability of the firm or indi¬ 
vidual before becoming involved in any way. This can 
be done when the firm is in Alberta by making surd 
that it is licensed and bonded. In the case of con¬ 
tracts made from outside the province, the grower 
should ask for a bank reference. Incidentally, a bank 
reference is no use unless it is followed up by a letter 
to the bank asking for a statement on the reliability 
of the firm. The Better Business Bureau in Edmonton 
and Calgary will also make investigations if request¬ 
ed to do so. 


FROM THE PASTOR'S DESK

$30,300 is given as cost of the 
building and dismantling, hauling 
to Vulcan and rebuilding is esti¬ 
mated at approximately $85,000, 
including purchase price. This also 
includes an additional 50 feet in 
length to accommodate full ban¬ 
quet and auditorium facilities as 
well as skating arena. 

Land on the armouries block is 
presently being negotiated for as 
a possible site for the project. 

Majority of those present were 
against the use of the old arena 
in any way should the plan fail 
but there was some support given 
the idea of installing artificial ice 
there as a temporary measure in 
this event. 


Projecting the development into 
the future, the question of pro¬ 
viding funds for maintenance of „■», 
such a centre was asked. In re¬ 
ply, centre chairman Pat Walker 
felt that in addition to normal 
revenue, this might be met by a 
combination of town taxation and 
through money which could be 
made available if the Centre com¬ 
mittee were to apply to the 
County to have a recreation area 
set up in this district. The centre 
committee was then authorized to 
make application for such a re¬ 
creation area and to etablish its 
boundaries. It is felt the County 
will eventually be divided into 
recreation areas and money would 
be conditionally available to these 
areas through taxation. 

The recreation campaign has so 
far netted $15,000 with about 
$10,000 in cash. Present estimates 
are that $15,000 cash will see the 
project In motion when and if 
the present land tangle in the 
city is resolved.

In his brief remarks to the 
gathering, Alberta Fish & Game 
president Henry Lembicz discuss¬ 
ed the provincial aspects of the 
association and the effects of the 
creeping civilization which is 
quickly eliminating the habitat of 
nature’s wildlife. He said, "Biggest 
problem in conservation Is man 
who builds roads, and tears up 
new country for homes, cabins, 
etc. If you want to hunt birds or 
animals or fish you must provide 
homes for them. Some people just 
don’t care and abuse privileges. 
These people must be educated 
through Fish & Game.

Ray Speaker, MLA, reviewed the 
government’s future plan to amend 
the Wildlife Crop Damage insur¬ 
ance act which is to eliminate 
payment of the premium by 
farmers. Persons with claims will 
be required to pay $25 upon ap¬ 
plication and an inspector will 
visit the farm and decide what 
compensation will be given. Re¬ 
ferring to the brief sent to the 
government by farmers around 
Lake McGregor against proposed 
legislation which would, in effect, 
open up the lake to outside com¬ 
mercial fishing, Mr. Speaker said 
the presentation by those affected 
helped to have the scheme shelved 
for the present. 

Bob Webb, big game biologist 
was in attendance and assured 
listeners that the best pheasant 
hunting in North America is in 
this part of the country. He felt 
critical features of pheasant 
growth are the amount of cover 
and feed available during the 
winter. The number of birds which 
can be wintered decides how big 
a crop or increase there will be 
in pheasant population. Pheasants 
presently on game farms are ex¬ 
pensive to raise — about $10 a 
bird or about two or three dollars 
each if 100,000 to 200,000 were 
raised. Kill of pheasants is esti¬ 
mated at 200,000 per year and 
most of these are native birds, he 
said and the answer to the cry 
for more birds is to provide more 
cover. 

Mr. Webb spoke of present at¬ 
tempts to introduce the Meriams 
Wild Turkey strain west of Clares- 
holm. They have previously been 
released in the Cyprus Hills with 
excellent results. 

Alberta Fish & Game secretary- 
manager Bruce Stewart congratu¬ 
lated the local group on the mem¬ 
bership increase singling out 
Howie Marshman, who was later 
given a membership trophy by 
donor Steve Dixon, regional repre¬ 
sentative of Fish & Game. Mr. 
Stewart spoke enthusiastically of 
the Canadian Wildlife Federation, 
now on the move, and mentioned 
National Wildlife Week coming 
up April 5 to 11. 

President Glen Dahl gave an in¬ 
formative review of the past year 
of activity for the Vulcan associa¬ 
tion, covering the events under¬ 
taken and a general rundown on 
hunting and fishing in this area 
during 1963. 

The following trophies were 
presented by heads of each com¬ 
mittee, followed by the donor in 
brackets: Elk— Bob Hutton, (Vul¬ 
can and District Fish & Game);

Champion Pioneer, 
Bill Matlock 
Dies At Age 93 

A pioneer settler of the Cham¬ 
pion district, William (Bill) Mat- 
lock died at Wenatchee, Wash., on 
Feb. 15, 1964. He was 93 years of 
age. 

Mr. Matlock came to Alberta in 
1905 and filed on a homestead in 
what was then known as the 
Cleverville district. He hauled lum¬ 
ber from Nanton to build a house 
on his homestead and lived and 
farmed there until 1925 when he 
moved back to Washington state. 

Born in Missouri, Mr. Matlock 
came west across the plains with 
his family by covered wagon when 
he was four years old. He was one 
of 11 children of Preston and Ker- 
lista Matlock who settled in the 
Palouse Valley near Colfax, Wash., 
in 1875. He grew up in that area 
and in 1894 married Ida Bell Wal¬ 
ling. They lived near Colfax and 
in Spokane before settling on their 
homestead in Alberta. 

Mr. Matlock was the last mem¬ 
ber of that large family. Four of 
his brothers came to Alberta after 
he did and all settled on farms in 
the Champion area. One sister, 
Mrs. John Smith, lived near 
Vulcan. 

Mr. Matlock is survived by his 
wife; one daughter, Mrs. Retha 
Delfeld of Wenatchee; one grand¬ 
son and four great-greandchildren 
in Texas. 


the problem, said Mr. McKay, for 
only in this way would they learn 
to accept our way of life. 

Ross Ellis, administrator of the 
town of High River, maintained 
that “if we accept the Hutterites, 
we accept the principle that a 
lower standard of educatiton 
should be condoned.” The esta¬ 
blishment of another Hutterite 
colony in this area would "wipe 
out” Brant and adversely affect 
the economy of the towns of High 
River and Vulcan, he said. 

Ray Speaker, MLA for Little' 
Bow, stated that the Hutterites 
must be educated to accept the 
responsibilities of our society. He 
said that individual letters of pro¬ 
test would carry more weight with 
the Communal Property Control 
Board than a single petition and 
suggested that such letters be sent 
to him in Edmonton. He would also 
make arrangements for the pro¬ 
posed delegation to present their 
case to the proper officials. 

Ed Benoit, Okotoks-High River 
MLA, felt that this problem of 
Hutterite expansion should not 
have to be faced every two years 
or so, that integration is the an¬ 
swer, and that legislation is need¬ 
ed for a final solution to the Hut- 
terite problem. 

Four Brant district farmers were 
named as the nucleus of a dele¬ 
gation that will go to Edmonton 
to protest the proposed land sale 
to the Hutterites.
